Auls 
said the corporation hopes 
to take advantage of HUD's 
265 program to allow fami- 
lies to own houses they 
presently cannot afford. 

Basically, the program 
works like this. The corpo- 
ration gets the right to pur- 
chase a house with the 
understanding thatthe 
house will be rehabilitated. 
HUD or another federal 
agency provides the funds 
to rehabilitate the house, 
after which it is placed on 
the market for sale to the 
public through the corpo- 
ration which rehabilitated 
it. - 

The added benefit, says 
Auls, is that the 265 pro- 
gram allows a $28,000 
home, for instance to be 
sold for monthly mortgage 
payments of $130 a month, 
Usually a house of that 
value can call for $260 
monthly payments. Be- 
cause those are payments 
as owner of the property, it 
is better than renting for 
the same or greater cost, 
Auls. said.

UNITED STATES COMMISSION’ ON 


HOUSTON PLAN: The Justice 
Department's suit seeking to desegre- 
gate all 23 school systems in Houston is 
being opposed by ihe State's. Aitorney 
General Mark Whit who calls the actiona 
violation of the principles of federalism. 
His office has filed an opposition suit to 
the mutiple district desegregation plan. 

PRIVATE CLUBS: The Federal: 
government has been askeéd to adopt an 

' “absolute ban" on the payment of mem- 
bership dues to exclusionary private 
clubs by Federal contractors doing bus- 
iness with them. 

The request was made by the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee who said that 
clubs which bar members on the 
gfounds of race, sex, religion or national 

__origin-were “perhaps the most serious 
socially acceptable vestige of bigotry in 
our nation.” 

DEFENSE LIMITED: The U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled that local 
governments are not entitled to base 
their defense in private civil rights suits, 
on the grounds that their emplayees

OHIO. STATE FOOTBALL PREVIEW 


Counted Out Early Last Year, 


By HIRAM L. TANNER 


Ohio State has been 
picked as the nation's No. 1 
College football team for 
1980. The Buckeyes have 
also been rated as the pre- 
season Big Ten Cham- 
pions. . 

By this time last year, the 
Buckeyes were not rated 
among the first 15 top 
teams in the nation. How- 
ever, under their new head 
coach Earle Bruce, the 
Buckeyes won the Big Ten 
title with an 8-0 record and: 
finished the regular season 
with an 11-0 overall record. 


Their only setback was a, 


17-16 heart breaker to 
Southern California in the 
Rose Bowl. 

Bruce is taking these 
pre-season predictions in 
stride. “This will be a big 
challenge for us, being 
picked to win the con- 
ference championship,” he 
said. “! don’t know how well 
~we will react to this, but it's 
a nice position to be in.” 

In ‘speaking about his 
1980 football team, Bruce 
added, “We think we are 
going to have a good foot- 
ball team. We are fairly 
experienced except in the 
offensive line.” 

The key to the Buckeyes 
offense is their outstanding 
quarterback, Art Schlich- 
ter, who will be a‘ prime 
candidate for the Heisman 
award this year. At the 
present time, Schlichter is 
on the ‘cover page of at 
least three different sports 
magazines. 

Not since Archie Griffin 
won his second Heisman 
award in 1975 has an Ohio 
‘State athlete been so quali- 


fled for this coveted award 
as Schliichter: He has set 
several schoo! records in 
Passing and total offense. 
In two years, he has passed 
for 3,066 yards and run for 
1,020. 

This year Schlichter will 
again have his two favorite 
targets in flanker Doug 
Donley, an all-conference 
performer, and split end 
Gary Williams. Donley 
caught 37 passes for 800 
yards and five touchdowns 
last year. He averaged 20.9 
per catch to lead the Big 
Ten in this department. 

Williams was a quarter- 
back during his high 
school days in Wilmington. 
Coach Bruce moved him to 
split end last year and he 
responded with 479 yards 
and two touchdowns. His 
outstanding speed and 
good hands: caught the 
Trojans flat-footed when 
he scored on a dramatic 67- 
yard scoring pass play in 
the Rose Bowl. 

When Schlichter isn't 
passing to his above two . 
super pass receivers, he 
has some talented and 
speedy backs to run with 
the ball. Senior tailback 
Calvin Murray led the 
Bucks in rushing last year 
with 872 yards in 173 
attempts and scored six 
times in the process. The 
Woodbine, N.J., native also 
caught 19 passes for 239 
yards. 


Bruce experimented dur- 
ing the spring practice by 
moving Tim Spencer of St. 
Clairsville to fullback to 
replace the departing requ- 
lars Ric Volley and Paul 
Campbell. Last year 
Spencer ran from the tail- 


back spot where he gained 
221 yards for an average of 
5.9 yards per carry. 

The Buckeye coach will 
have to rebuild his offen- 
sive line in order to spring 
those above backs into 
action. The line lost such. 
starters as Tim Burke, 
Ernie Andrea, Tom Waugh 
and Ken Fritz. 

To beef-up his offensive 
line, Bruce has shifted his 
all Big Ten defensive 


. tackle, Luther- Henson to 


offensive tackle. Playing 


offense is nothing new to - 


Henson because he played 
both offense and defense 
in high school. He also was 
the heavyweight wrestle in 
his senior year in high 
school with a 24-1 record. 

Two offensive line star- 
ters from last year will be 
tight end Brad Dwelle and 
tackle Joe Luken. Other 
Lettermen who are expect- 
ed to move up to starting 
positions are guards Scott 
Burris and Joe Smith.
